man reparations. It has been more 
or less a definite policy in our con- 
duct of foreign affairs that the Ger- 
man reparation must first be fixed 
before anything practicable can be 
done as to other aspects of stabiliz- 
ing the world economically and po- 
litically. 


In short, If the Genoa conference Is 


to meet and talk and end with the 
German reparations unrevlsed there 
is little use of our participating in it. 
To do so would be like attempting to 
build the walls of a house before the 
foundation stones are made secure. 


RUSSIA. 


Finally, the mere presence of the 


Russian government at the Genoa 
conference will constitute a kind of 
Indirect recognition of the Soviet. On 
this subject our

had a definite policy different from 
that of some European government's, 
Whether or not we are to recognize 
the present Russian regime might

USE MUCH LUMBER. 


"Fipurts show that Illinois uses a 


surprising amount of lumber," said 
Mr. Miller, "For example 
tlio rail- 


roads alone use about 800,011 railroad 
tics yearly and the- value of each of 
these ties is about $1. Each farmer 
uses about 2000 bo.trd feet of lumber 
and there are about 3.000,000 acres of 
wood lots in the 
state. So you sec 


that it is important that scientific 
forestry be carried 
on here even 


though Illinois is considered prim- 
arily a grain country. 


"Protection against fire 
is a big 


problem and has been estimated as 75 
per cent of the forester's trouble. 


SAVE TIMBER HERE. 


"Now in regard to the local prob- 


lem, that of the lake, shores. It is 
tremendously important that the hills 
be kept in timber and the streams 
protected by planting trees. It Is a 
scientific fact that the water will run 
off of a forested slope only one half 
as fast as off of a bare slope. Where 
the slope Is timbered the moisture Is 
absorbed and remains In subterran- 
ean streams where it Is held in re- 
serve for the season ot drought. 


"In New Haven, Conn., under srn- 


ilar 
conditions 1400 acres of 
pine 


have geen planted for this purpose of 
protection."
